LONDON, Tuesday, April 17—(UP)—Three Russian ar- 
mies of a million or more men have opened a “super offen- 
sive” toward Berlin and a junction with the Americans and 
have pounded to an area 17 miles /northeast of Berlin as 
they tore deep breaches in the Oder and Neisse river lines 
on a 149-mile front, Berlin announced early today. 


A late broadcast by the DNB‘ 
News Agency said that Soviet am- 
phibious tanks yesterday had 
pushed 13 miles west of the lower 
Oder river and were fighting 
against German assault guns 
around Eberswalde, 17 miles from 
Berlin’s northern city limits and 
only four miles from the Berlin- 
Stettin superhighway. 


DROP CHUTISTS? 


The Germans also reported that 
the Russians had dropped para- 
chutists into the main German 
lines on the west bank of the 
Oder between Kuestrin, 38 miles 
east of Berlin, and Frankfort-on- 
the-Oder. These parachutists, they 
claimed, were encircled and de- 
stroyed. 

The Russians opened the drive 
with a thunderous bombardment 
by thousands of artillery firing 
wheel to wheel and warplanes that 
started at 3:50 a. m. and was clear- 
ly audible in Berlin itself. 

Two hours later, Berlin said, So- 
viet shock troops riding tanks 
went over the top in a drive that 
reached points 17 to 27 miles from 
Berlin on a broad front and 49 
miles northeast of Dresden, imme- 
diate goal of Lt. Gen. Patton’s 
American Third Army tanks run- 
ning wild across Saxony. .

A total of 66,191 prisoners were 
counted Sunday, most of them 
from the Ruhr, where a German 
panzer division which had fought 
in Africa and Normandy surren- 
dered. Equally surprising was the 
abrupt capitulation of tough Ger- 
man marines to the Canadians at 
Groningen, Holland’s fifth largest 
city. 

BRITISH OPEN ASSAULT 


In the north, the British Second 
Army launched a big assault on 
Germany’s fine river port of 
Bremen, advancing to within two 
and a half miles of its southern 
outskirts and farther east cut loose 
with a 15-mile surge from its Aller 
river bridgehead that wound up 
only 40 miles southeast of Ham- 
burg, Germany’s second largest 
city. 

The Canadian First. Army won 
the battle of north Holland by cap- 
turing Gronigen, and fanned out 
all along the North sea coast to 
within five miles of the port of 
Emden. 

Farther south, Canadian armor 
all but pinned four German divi- 
sions against the Zuider Zee with 
a lightning drive that rolled up

The Russians also captured a 
height position near Seelow, 27 
miles east of Berlin, and linked 
up a solid bridgehead from Kei- 
nitz, 32 miles northeast of Berlin 
to Lebus, 33 miles due east.

“The most pitiful sight in the 
world is a real hungry man, it 
gives a man a lot to think about,” 
he added. 

He left with his parents for 
Monroe, saying he had no plans 
for the immediate future.

In London and Paris, in Brussels and Rome, in Athens and An- 
kara, in Cairo and in Tehran, one can walk but a block or so with- 
out overhearing a welcome Georgia drawl] in the babble of voices 
which is any ‘foreign street. 


Only once has my trained and unerring ear missed out in de- 
tecting a native son of the Empire State of the South. 


“What part of Georgia you from, soldier?” I asked a lank and 
red-faced GI who was seated at the table next to mine in Cairo 
the other day.

4 A Couple of Books 
On Same Problem 


We have had, for the past few days, a guest 
in Atlanta who, actually, claims this city as his 
home. Though now living elsewhere, Edwin 

Peeples is, most truly, an Atlanta by birth, inheritance and educa- 
tion. ) 


It was with very real regret I was forced to cancel a luncheon 
engagement to meet him, but physical circumstances forced my 
absence, Fortunately I had inserted the letters ‘“D. V.” in my orig- 
inal note of acceptance. 


Edwin Peeples is the author of a.new novel, with its scene in 
modern Atlanta. Most of its characters are Negroes and most of 
the story revolves around the inhabitants of a group of shacks in 
an alley somewhere in the Peters street section. The title of the 
book is “Swing Low.” 


It may be coincidence, but it is interesting that two books with 
the same theme have come from the publishers this spring. The 
other, “Black Boy,” is by Richard Wright, himself a Negro and 
now a resident of New York. “Black Boy” is ostensibly the 
autobiography of the boyhood and early manhood of the author. 


Thus we have two books posing the same problem, what of the 
Negro in the south of today? One by a white man, an Atlantan, 
and the other by a Negro. It is inevitable they shall be compared. 


Undoubtedly, Wright has produced a 
splendidly written and moving story in 
Boy.” It is a story that reflects no 
credit on the white south of today. But I had the feeling, in read- 
ing it, that its value, its effectiveness, was injured by the very 
obvious spirit of resentment, almost hatred, that inspired its writing, 


Wright, in his story, introduces no sympathetic white charac- 
ters, save two or three who are, in each instance, northerners who 
happen to be temporarily residing in the south. His book, either 
by direct picture or by indirect omission, condemns the entire white 
south of today as brutal, unfeeling and unjust in its attitude to- 
ward the Negro. Which, to anyone who is intelligent, is obviously 
a false picture. 

I do not believe Wright was deliberate in presenting such a pic- 
ture, but I do feel his own intense bitterness has resulted in a 
story which, while admittedly factual, is nevertheless distorted in 


its atmosphere. 

Author Peeples, in his book, “Swing 
On the Other Hand Low,” paints no pleasanter picture of 
the lot of the Negro in the modern south, in Atlanta, as a matter 
of fact. Actually, the treatment that his characters receive is more 
cruel, in many instances, than that accorded Wright’s people. There 
is probably no more bitter indictment of the injustice accorded the 
Negro than the trial scene, in Fulton court, in Peeples’ book. (It 
is the trial of a white man, obviously guilty, but the charges brought 
by a Negro. The defendant is acquitted.in a few minutes by the 
jury. In the book, the judge voices his disgust with the obvious 
miscarriage of justice before dismissing the jury.) 


Perhaps the value of “Swing Low” and its greater truth results 
from the fact that it recognizes there are, in their contacts with 
Negroes, white people of many types. The troubles of the little 
group in the story spring, undoubtedly, from the vicious cruelty of 
a white man. But he is described as a character most despicable 
from any standpoint. There are, too, understanding and kindly 
white people who do their utmost to champion the cause of the 
Negroes. 

Both are interesting books. Both are courageous, in that they 
turn the spotlight on a difficult problem, one which has for too 
long been hidden behina the falsity of “hush hush.” Both can prove 
valuable in awakening us to the necessity of finding a solution for 
that difficult problem. 

But any solution will not be found through clouds of resentment 
and hate. which seem to obscure the problem in “Black Boy.” The 
solution, when it is found, will be through the channels of better 
understanding and of adherence to ideal justice by both races. 
Which is the way pointed, even if somewhat dimly, in “Swing Low.” 


I do not accept either book as truly great. But I 
Not Great do see ap both can be extremely valuable, as 
object lessons in frankness at least. 

Peeples has drawn what you instinctively feel to be a true pic- 
ture. But it is a picture of one phase of Negro life only. His cen- 
tral character is a puzzled, struggling Negro moved to Atlanta from 
the country. He is well-intentioned and basically honest. But he 
is faced by problems too difficult for him. He is ruthlessly abused.

Changes Likely Under Truman 


WASHINGTON—Franklin D. Roosevelt has been dead only 
three days but everybody in Washington already has sensed a 
revolutionary change in political atmosphere. 


And, unless the overwhelming consensus of close-at-hand judg- 
ment is wrong, this change swiftly will be felt in every phase of 
American political and economic life. It may have far-reaching 
repercussions the world over. 


The strange part is that when you try to chart this transforma- 
tion in terms of specific policies say that Mr. Rodsevelt did 
this, whereas Mr. Truman wil et Aa is Hard, 

Certainly, in matters of waft and foreign policy, Truman will 
stick to all the basic polici ecessor laid down; and on the 
domestic side t probably willbe more in emphasis, reflect- 
ing the difference of approach by the-néw President and his de- 
partmental‘ administrators, than in revision of laws. 


The biggest factors, perhaps, are that Roosevelt and Truman 
were temperamentally as unlike as any two men could be, and 
the time—just as the greatest war in history is: approaching its 
end—cries out for change. 


Franklin Roosevelt was a restless political spirit. He was a 
congenital reformer. He came into office believing that many of 
the pillars of American life were afflicted with dry rot. The fact 
that he arrived in the midst of a great economic depression stimu- 
lated his natural love for experimentation and innovation and made 
the excuse for bold action. 


If Roosevelt’s enthusiasm for domestic reform declined in recent 
months, it was only because his mind had turned to the bigger 
job of reforming the world. 


Antithesis President Truman not only is the antithesis of 

. Roosevelt with these regards, but both he and the 
men who are slated to become his major advisers (keen politicians, 
all of them) have sensed that a great majority of American peo- 
ple are fed up with excitement and crisis, and are begging for re- 
turn to an era of calm and good feeling. 


It is the same mood that caused American voters overwhelm- 
ingly to elect Warren G. Harding, on a platform of return-to-nor- 
malcy, after eight years of Woodrow Wilson’s aggressive and spec- 
tacular leadership. 


How will this shift be manifested now?

Suppose, as speculation suggests, that Henry Morgenthau, sec- 
retary of the treasury, should be replaced by Fred M. Vinson or 
James F. Byrnes, and Francis Biddle, attorney general, by Hugh 
Fulton or Sen. Homer Ferguson. By these two changes alone 
backed by Mr. Truman’s known attitude, the whole temper of the 
government toward American business would be transformed. 

To cite just one concrete example: assurance that Byrnes or 
Vinson, supported by Truman—rather than Morgenthau taking his 
cues from Roosevelt—will administer the Bretton Woods world 
financial setup, almost certainly would cause congress very quickly 
to ratify that proposal without substantial change. 

Mr. Biddle’s administration of the department of justice has been 
distinguished chiefly by his baiting of business and his protection 
of labor unions from the penalties laid down in the Smith-Connally 
act. Institution, with these respects, of a policy of even justice, by 
which all laws were enforced without skimping or stretching, might 
produce some amazing effects. 

Not only was all governmental business, under Mr. Roosevelt, 
conducted on a personal basis, but, more and more since Pear! Har- 
bor, he had ceased to have direct contact with members of con- 
gress. When they dealt through subordinate officials, even on the 
cabinet level, the legislators never were sure that what was repre- 
sented to them as administration policy would not be upset the next 
day by the White House. 

One of Mr. Harding’s most telling strokes when he took over 
the presidency was banisnment of the sheep which had grazed on 
the tightly guarded White House lawn and the admission instead 
of people to wander as they pleased over it.

The book- 
lets warned us not to wander off 
the main roads, not to stop under 
the trees, as snakes would drop on 
us (as if you could fight a war 
without getting off the roads!). In 
some of the troop briefings, they 
had the Marines more scared of 
snakes than Japs. 

W Ul, I’ve kept a close watch 
and made a lot of inquiries, And 
the result is that in the central 
part of Okinawa where we've been 
tye are just practically no snakes 
at all, 

Our troops have walked, poked, 
sprawled and slept on nearly 
every square sard of the ground. 
And in my regiment, for one, they 
have seen only two snakes. 

One was found dead. The oth- 

er was killed by a battalion sur- 
geon, coiled into a gallon glass jar 
and sent to the regimental com- 
mand post as a souvenir. It was 
a vicious rattler, a type called 
abu. 
Those are the only snakes I’ve 
heard of. There was a rumor that 
in one battalion they have caught 
and made pets of a couple of 
snakes, but I don’t believe it. 

The local people say the island 
was very snakey up until the mid- 
dle ’30s when they imported some 
mongooses which killed most of 
t-2 snakes. But we haven’t seen 
any mongooses, so we don’t know 
whether the story is true or not. 

Correspondent John Lardner 
says his only explanation is that

Child Will Eat 
‘If Meals Are 
Well Prepared 


By SALLY SAVER. 


If your child has a husky appe- 
tite and will eat anything, count 
yourself lucky and skip rignt over 
this little chat. But most parents 
find it somewhat difficult to per- 
suade children to eat new foods, 
especially vegetables. Sometimes 
this is due to the texture of the 
food itself; often it is due to poor 
cooking and careless seasoning, 
and quite often is due to an ex- 
pressed dislike of the food by some 
other member of the family. As-a 
rule children are slow to develop 
tastes for foods that are very dif- 
ferent from their accustomed diet, 
but it is of course necessary that 
they learn to eat a wide variety of 
foods. In introducing a new food 
or a new flavor, do it slowly and 
without comment, if possible. 
Serve a small portion along with 
the accustomed foods. Be sure veg- 
etable are well cooked, that is care- 
fully cooked and properly sea- 
soned. 

VEGETABLES CHILDREN LIKE 

Cut carrots in match-like stitcks, 
simmer tor 10 minutes in a small 
amount of water, season with but- 
ter and sprinkle with a little pars- 
ley. 

Occasionally put carrots through 
a potato ricer to make “yellow 
snow,’ 1n this case season the veg- 
etable with salt and butter first. 

Peel tomatoes, slice across in 
thick slices, place each slice on a 
round of buttered bread and sprin- 
kle with salt and sugar. Dot with 
a little butter or margarine and 
bake in a hot oven for i5 minutes 
or until the tomatoes are soft and 
the bread lightly browned. Serve 
hot with snowy boiled rice or 
mashed or baked potato. 

If spinach is not popular as a 
vegetavle serve it as cream otf 
spinach soup and see that it is in 
an altractive bowl or. soup cup. 

Beets may also be riced or cut 
in fancy shapes as an inducement 
to a finicky appetite. 

Children respond to attractively 
prepared food. On the other hand, 
like adults they do not like to have 
it forced upon them. Try more sub- 
tle tactics and you will have bet- 
ter results!

TheWORRY 
CLINIC

(Do you ever grow discouraged 
because you think you aren't dc- 
complishing very much? Do you 
feel as if week follows week but 
vou aren’t ahead? Then be sure 
to read my advice to Marsha, 
who is in the same boat. Either 
every night or at least every 
week, make out a list of the 
things you are going to accom- 
plish. Cross off those items 
which you complete. And don’t 
grow too discouraged because 
you can’t keep up to your erpec- 
tations. 1 rarely get-even 75 per 
cent of my items finished on 
schedule, so I just put the re- 
maining 25 per cent at the head 
of the next week’s list.) 


CASE V-135: Marsha B., aged 
28, is a housewife with two chil- 
dren. 

“I used to be private secretary 
to a‘ bank president,” she informed 
me 

“He thought that I was very ef- 
ficient and told me that I accom- 
plished more work than any two 
girls he had ever had before. 

“But now that I have my own 
home and two children, I often 
grow discouraged. I can’t seem to 
get anything done. 

“My work just continues from 
day to day and I run behind with 
so many duties that I often grow 
discouraged, 

“What is a good plan for organ- 
izing one’s work?” 


DIAGNOSIS 

Before replying to Marsha’s fi- 
nal query, I wish to remind her 
and all other housewives that we 
tend to measure accomplishment 
by completed items. 

An office secretary can type 35 
letters or file 43 vouchers, or fin- 
ish other stipulated duties. Wheth- 
er she checks them off upon a desk 
pad or only records them mental- 
ly, she has the feeling at 5 p. m. 
that she has produced a full day’s 
work. 

But a housewife begins with the 
same routine tasks of getting 


breakfast ready, the _ children. 
washed and dressed, etc.’ She | 
doesn't feel like counting such rou- 
tine chores because they are con- 
stant. 

In her mind the items that stand 
out are big things such as the 
laundry or the weekly ironing, a 
thorough housecleaning or a din- 
ner party. Those don’t occur every 
24 hours, so she often feels that 
her day has been frittered away. 
Nothing of major importance 
stands out, 


PSYCHOLOGY CAREER 

For 18 years Marsha is going to 
repeat the daily tasks of getting 
the children up for breakfast and 
off to school on time. That is part 
of her big career of motherhood. 


Even if it doesn’t seem as im- 
portant as typing 35 letters per 
day and filing 43 vouchers, she 
will have two grown children of 
stable personalities, prepared for 
happy marriage instead of divorce, 
for economic self-sufficiency in- 
stead of government doles, ‘pro- 
viding she -handles her maternal 
duties properly. 

It is no simple office secretary’s 
task to nurse children through 
childhood illnesses, and teach them 
to be moral creatures instead of 
selfish animals. To avoid profanity 
and alcohol, thievery and vice. 

To brush their teeth and wash 
behind their ears. To share with 
each other and ignore the jibes of 
angry playmates. To study their 
homework and take regular baths. 


FOW TO ACCOMPLISH MORE 

But it is best to have a check 
list of the items which one wishes 
to accomplish, for such a tabula- 
tion keeps one’s goals constantly 
in mind. 

Housewives should sit down at 
night and write on a pad the 15 
or 20 things which they plan to 
accomplish next day. Include the 
routine items, such as _ getting 
breakfast and vacuuming the rugs. 

As fast as you complete an item 
next day, cross it off your list. My 
wife keeps a blackboard in the 
kitchen where she lists the things 
she wants to get done next day. 
Then she erases those which are 
finished. 

I follow much the same plan 
with my Own work, and accom- 
plish far more whenever I utilize 
this method. Besides, it buoys up 
one’s morale to see all the things 
which are scratched off. House- 
wives forget many of their daily 
accomplishments unless they are 
listed in black and white.
